Undertaker Haugh removed the body 
to his establishment on Main street, 
Hi* did not leel Justified in preparing 
the body for burial before being com 
missioned to

so

Coroner 
Straughn, of Lisbon, but by telephone 
he learned that Mr. Straughn was not 
in Lisbon. J. W. Riley, acting as coro­ 
ner, gave permission to have the body 
embalmed. 
Dr. Hutchinson was called and after 
an examination pronounced the man's 
death due to strangulation. A search 
of the man s clothing revealed several 
letters addressed to W. C. Hatch, of 
Pittsburg, together with a number of 
bill te nds anil an order book which 
bore the names of Flint, Ervin & Sto­ 
ner, lumber dealers of Pittsburg.

The Belief Is Expressed That He 
Met His Death While 
Intoxicated. 


RELATIVES IDENTIFY THE BODY 


The Coroner Decided That No Inquest 
Was Necessary—The Dead Man 
Belonged In Pittsburg And Trav­ 
eled for a Lumbar Firm. 


The city of Wellsville was thrown 
into excitement late yesterday after­ 
noon by the finding of a man’s lifeless 
body on the river bank near the C. 
A P. depot. It was first seen by two 
boys, Dick Malone and Alva Wilson, 
who happened to be running along the 
shore looking for scrap iron. 
They 
made their discovery known and in a 
few minutes a large crowd had assem­ 
bled. 
Undertaker Haugh removed the body 
to bls establishment on Main street, 
He did not feel justified in preparing 
the body for burial before being com­ 
missioned to 
do 
so 
by 
Coroner 
Straughn, of Lisbon, but by telephone 
he learned that Mr. Straughn was not 
in Lisbon. J. W. Riley, acting aa coro­ 
ner, gave permission to have the body 
embalmed. 
Dr. Hutchinson was called and after 
an examination pronounced the man's 
death due to strangulation. A search 
of the man’s clothing revealed several 
letters addressed to W. C. Hatch, of 
Pittsburg, together with a number of 
bill heads and an order book which 
bore the names of Flint, Ervin A Sto­ 
ner. lumber dealers of Pittsburg. 
Chief of Police Morrissey telephon­ 
ed this firm and found that such a 
man had been in their employ 
as 
traveling salesman until a month ago 
when he was discharged for drunken­ 
ness. They said that be was a mar­ 
ried man and that his wife lived near 
Third avenue, Pittsburg, and that they 
would notify her of his death. 
Besides the articles named there 
was also found on the body packages 
of cigarets and tobacco, some cigars, 
a silver watch and change amounting 
to $2. The man was apparently about 
45 years of age, nearly 
6 
feet In 
height, light complexioned, having 
brown hair and moustache. His cloth­ 
ing was good. 
Dr. Hutchinson thinks that he had 
been dead about IO hours when found. 
A number of people remember having 
seen tho man around the depot late 
Monday night and say he had evident­ 
ly been drinking. 
Shortly after the 
early morning express from 
Cleve­ 
land passed he was then seen to stag­ 
ger across that 
railroad. 
It is sup­ 
posed he was peering over the stone 
wail and fell to the ground, a distance 
of 15 feet. 
When found he was lying with his 
head down towards the river In a 
pile of dirt. An ugly gash was dis­ 
covered over the right eye. The indi­ 
cation of strangulation are that blood 
was oozing from his nostrils, his eyes 
badly swollen, his face and upper part 
of the body being red and swollen, ex- 
ept a circle around his neck, which 
was of a pale white. His collar band 
wan so tight that a knife was neces­ 
sity for its removal. No bones were 
Uncovered broken, but tho left arm 
was dislocated. 
A 
brother-in-law from 
Pittsburg. 
who refused to give bls name, arrived 
this morning and identified the 
re­ 
mains as those of Hatch. He stated 
that Hatch traveled most of the time 
and his family had not heard from 
him for somo days. The coroner to­ 
day decided that no inquest was nec­ 
essary, and the body will be sent to 
Pittsburg this afternoon.

Mellor received a letter

that a woman answering the descrip 
tion of 
his wife had been received 
in the 
Allegheny 
General 
hospital 
about a month ago and th at she died 
from the effects of a bullet wound in 
the head. 
The name 
given by her 
was Mrs. Minnie Mellor, and Charles 
says the name is the sam e as 
his 
wife's. 
His inform ant also said that 
upon her death a man and woman 
claiming to be 
relatives had taken 
the body from the hospital and buried 
it. but w here is not known. 
The woman in question, In 
com­ 
pany with another woman, left their 
husbands in this city last spring, and, 
it is said, went to work on a boarding 
boat for two men of East Liverpool. 
These men have been boarding 
gang of workmen who are engaged In 
doing construction work at Donora.

1897, $323,324,920; under the Dingley I 
protective tariff such imports were, in 
1898, $227,467,249. and in 1899, $259,- J 
801,751. 
The exportation of farm products 
was, in 1898. $200,000,000 above that 
of 1897, and in 1899, $100,000,000 above 
1898. 
Our coal production in 1899 ergpeed- 
ed 200,000,000 tons, as against 179,-j 
000,000 in 1897 and 171,000,090 in 1896. 
In 1889 our pig iron production was 
13,62,703 tons, against 9,652,680 tons 
in 1897 and 8,623,127 tons in 1896. 
So great was the preatige and credit ^
